THOSE WHO DO NOT KNOW EITHER ENGLISH OR DIPLOMACY MAY 
HAVE THE TEMPTATION TO TRANSLATE THE MADRID SPEECH OF MR. 

KISSINGER IN THE FOLLOWING MANNER: 

"DO NOT PORTUGALIZED OURSELVES AND EVERYTHING WILL GO WELL." 

IN CONNECTION WITH THAT IDEA, THE U.S. GOVERNMENT HAS 
SUBSTANTIALLY IMPROVED ITS POLICY WITH RESPECT TO MADRID, WHICH 
UP TO NOW WAS A MARGINAL AND ROUTINE POLICY ANCHORED IN OLD 
CONCEPTS OF THE "COLD WAR." 

NOW THE NORTHAMERICAN GOVERNMENT ACCEPTS THE IDEA OF 
ELEVATING THE "FRANEWORK AGREEMENT/, REACHED MONTHS AGO TO THE 
LEVEL OF A FORMAL TREATY TO BE RATIEFIED BY SENATE AND THE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CORTES. ALTHOUGH MR. KISSINGER POINTED OUT IN BRUSSELS, ON 
THE EVE OF COMING TO MADRID, THAT IT IS NOT A "DEFENSE TREATY". 

SECOND THE U.S. IS GIVING THE RECENTLY BORN SPANISH 

MONARCHY VALUABLE SUPPORT DOMESTICALLY AS WELL AS INTERNATIONALLY. 
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IN THAT CONNECTION, IT IS REINFORCING THE POSITION OF THE 
SPANISH GOVERNMENT IN ITS DOMESTIC BATTLE WITH RIGHT WING 
GROUPS BECAUSE IT IS CONCERNTRATING ITS SUPPORT ON THE CIVILIZED 
RIGHT WHICH IS PERSONIEIED BY THE EOREIGN MINISTER, JOSE MARIA 
AREILZA. 

THIRD, THE U.S. IS RECOGNIZING THAT THE EUROPEAN DESTINY

WHICH WILL MAKE IT POSSIBLE TO MODERNIZE THE AIR EORCE. 

AND FILTH, THE U.S. ACCEPTS TIMETABLES EOR THE DENULEARI- 
CATION OE THE BASES, INCLUDING THE SUBMARINESBASE AT ROTA. 

IT ALSO GIVES SATISEACTORY ASSURANCES THAT SPAIN WILL NOT BECOME 
INVOLVED IN THE ALWAYS POSSIBLE WAREARE IN THE MIDDLE EAST. 

WHEN VICE PRESIDENT ERAGA DEEINED, BEFORE THE CORTES, THE 
PRESENT SITUATION AS A NEW "CANOVISM" AND NOT AS "CAETANOISM",

A KEY PIECE OE THE NEW RULES APPLICABLE TO SPANISH-AMERICAN
